Fifty years ago a gang of navvies at work 
atthe bottom of tho Thames would have, 
been 2 curiosity which would hava browyght 
peaple flocking from, far and near to wit 
ness. Thoy could not very well havo wit- 
nessud it, itis trac, for the. muddiness of 
the water would not have permitted of it; 
but to seo the queer creaturos by which 
sharks and other fearful wild fowl of the 
sua are said to bo seared creeping in and 
{ out of the water would havo been enough, 
rand throngs would have waited al) day Jong 
watching frum every cvigu of vantage to 
catch a ylimnpso of them. Nobody takes 
much notice of them now, and though wo! 
have. up and down the river a consider- 
able body. of men who get, their living dawn 
itt the darkneas and ‘foulness of tha bed of 
the stream, fuw people. not immediately 
concerned with them: know mach aboat 
them.
